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NEW CAR SALES 
- GAIN IN BUFFALO 


Increases Over Year Ago 
Are Reported at 
25 to 50% 


By E. C. SPENCER 


Buffalo, N. Y., May 7.—New car 
sales here are vastly greater than 
they were for the same pericd last 
year. In several instances, it was 
learned, sales are from 25 per 
cent. to 59 per cent. greater than 
for the first four months of 1926. 
Both March and April showed a 
volume greater than the same 
months last year, and this month 
has started with such great ac- 
tivity that doubtless May will 
show a volume of business closed 
much greater than any of the 
year’s preceding months. 

All dealers interviewed look for 
a record-breaking summer busi- 
ness. 

Hupmobile sales are at least 25 
per cent. greater than they were 
during the first four months of 
1926, H. D. Elliott, sales manager for 
John J. Gibson Company, estimates. 
Each month of the year has shown 
an increase over the preceding 
month and, although April was one 
of the best months this distributor 
has had, May gives every indication 
of producing a much greater volume 
of business. Used car sales have 

been fair, he states. Although high- 
powered advertising and sales meth- 
ods were put into play by this house 
during April in an effort to dispose 
of its used cars they did not move in 
as great volume as hoped for. 

Stutz cars are perhaps proving 
themselves leaders in a popuiarity 
contest in high-priced cars, if sales 
volume can be considered a deter- 
mining factor. Business so far this 
year at the MacAlpine-McComb 
Motor Company, Stutz dealer, is 50 
per cent. greater than during this 
period last year. The custom built 
models are the most popular, ac- 
cording to Mr. McComb, and one of 
the most satisfying features of the 
Stutz business this year is that one- 
third of the sales are without trade- 
ins.

CARS IN GERMANY 


Special from A. D. N. Washingten Bureau 


Washington, May 7.—The Ger- 
man Automobile Manufacturers’ 
Association has, made several sug- 
gestions to the German govern- 
ment concerning new automobile 
taxes, the Department of Com- 
merce has just been informed by 
cable. The proposals would re- 
place the present horse-power tax. 


It is suggested that the tax on 
passenger cars should be 25 marks 
for every 250 cubic centimeters of 
engine displacement and that the 
tax on motorcycles should be 16 
marks for the same engine displace- 
ment. 

For trucks a tax of 12.50 marks for 
every 100 kilograms net weight was 
| proposed. It was further proposed 
that the tax on tires and gasoline 
should be discontinued. 

The present German tax as ap- 
|plied to one make of American car 
|with a German horse-power rating 
lof 10, is 375 marks, whereas the pro- 
}posed rate would require payment 
|of 287 marks on the same Car. 

The saving is even more pro- 
nounced in the case of an American 
car selling at $4,000 in this country 
and which, according to the German 
formula, is rated for tax purposes 
at, 19.5. Under the present method 
the annual tax rate on this car 1s 
'1.200 marks, whereas the proposed 
rate would fix the annual tax at 
515 marks
